Gentlemen, 

The  privilege  and  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1930,  has  devolved  upon  me,  and  it  becomes  my  first  duty  to 
express,  on  behalf  of  the  Department  I  represent,  our  deep  sense 
of  the  loss  it  has  sustained  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Rowan  McCombe, 
who  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  past  seventeen 
years  was  the  sure  adviser  and  friend  of  your  Council. 

I  have  in  this  Report  adhered  more  or  less  to  the  lines 
followed  by  my  predecessor,  for  I  felt,  being  your  Acting  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  a  transitional  period  only,  no  good  purpose 
would  be  served  to  materially  alter  his  excellent  arrangement  of 
matter. 

The  chief  features  of  the  vital  statistics  are  that  the  Birth 
Rate  for  the  year  was  below  the  local  average,  and  still  below 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1930;  the  Death  Rate  was 
below  the  local  average  and  also  below  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  for  the  year.  Infant  Mortality  in  the  Borough  was  less 
than  the  rate  for  the  whole  country. 

The  extent  of  the  duties  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  is 
shown  in  the  details  recorded  in  the  various  sections,  and  I  am 
much  indebted  to  Mr.  Rattray  and  the  other  Inspectors  for  their 
work  during  the  year. 
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My  personal  thanks  are  conveyed  to  Dr.  Alfred  Greenwood, 
County  Medical  Officer  for  the  very  great  assistance  and  helpful 
advice  ho  gave  me  during  the  early  and  most  exacting  period  of 

^I'Ppointment.  The  valuable  co-operation  I  have  received  from 
the  Medical  and  Nursing  members  of  the  Staff  has  enabled  me 
to  carry  out  the  many  duties  of  the  Department,  and  my  thanks 
are  due  to  each  for  their  painstaking  assistance.  I  am  much 
indebted  also  to  Mr.  L.  R.  Hutchinson  for  his  great  help  and 
careful  organisation  of  the  clerical  section  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  honour 
they  conferred  in  appointing  me  their  Acting  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  I  gratefully  record  and  acknowledge  with  thanks 
the  kind  assistance  accorded  me  at  all  times  by  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  without  whose  helpful 
consideration  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  carry  out  my 
duties.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Tlie  Borough  of  Margate  extends  over  an  area  of  2,961 
acres,  situated  on  the  north-east  coast  of  Thanet,  72  miles  from 
London  and  16  from  Canterbury  (one  of  the  best  known  Marine 
Health  Re-sorts  in  the  British  Isles).  The  town  is  built  between 
two  valleys,  and  owing  to  this  and  the  general  undulations  of 
the  ground  it  is  exceptionally  favoured  as  regards  surface 
drainage.  The  sewage  drainage  is  of  the  most  up-to-date  con¬ 
struction  and  there  is  an  excellent  pure  water  supply.  The 
hours  of  sunshine  during  1930  amounted  to  1,765  hours, 
sunshine  being  recorded  on  315  days  during  the  year.  The 
atmosphere  is  rich  in  ultra-violet  rays. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  purposes  of  calculating 
the  birth  and  death  rates,  etc.,  as  given  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  is  29,580.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is  much  too  low,  and 
it  should  be  noted  that  the  population  during  the  height  of  the 
season  exceeds  100,000.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in 
1921,  according  to  the  census  figures,  was  5,159,  and  the  number 
of  families  or  separate  occupiers  5,888.  The  rateable  value  is 
£388,801,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  £1,620 
Os.  Id. 


The  number  of  births  registered  during 
Birth  Rate.  the  year  was  186  males  and  172  females, 

total  358  (Live  births,  male  178,  female 
169,  total  347;  Stillbirths,  male  8,  female  3,  total  11),  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  12.1  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during 
Death  Rate.  the  same  period  was  145  males  and  180 

females,  total  325,  which  is  equivalent  to 
a  death  rate  of  11.0  per  1,000. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were: — Heart  Disease 
(57),  Malignant  Disease  (75),  Tuberculosis  (21),  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage,  etc.  (20),  Nephritis  (22),  and  Pneumonia  (16). 
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The  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the 
Infantile  Mortality.  age  of  one  year  was  9  males  and  3  females, 

total  12,  which  is  equivalent  to  an  infantile 
death  rate  of  34.6  per  1,000  live  births.  This  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  which  is  60  per  1,000  live  births. 

GENEEAL  PEOVISION  OF  HEALTH  SEEVICES  FOE 

THE  AEEA. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Fever  Hospital, 
Hospitals.  there  are  no  hospitals  in  the  town  provided 

or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority.  The 
County  Council,  however,  send  patients  who  are  suffering  from 
surgical  tuberculosis  and  are  recommended  by  their  Tuberculosis 
Officers,  to  the  Victoria  Home  and  the  Eoyal  Sea  Bathing 
Hospital.  The  Eoyal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital  has  accommodation 
for  266  jDatients  and  the  Victoria  Home  for  54.  Both  Hospitals 
are  situated  in  Canterbury  Eoad. 

The  Fever  Hospital  is  situated  at  Haine,  about  two  miles 
from  Margate,  and  is  provided  conjointly  by  the  Margate, 
Eamsgate,  Broadstairs  and  Isle  of  Thanet  (Eural)  Authorities. 
There  is  now  accommodation  for  about  93  patients.  Patients 
suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  can  now 
be  admitted  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  attendant. 

A  Small-pox  Hospital  is  situated  on  a  separate  site  adjoining 
the  above,  and  is  capable  of  accommodating  16  patients. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  a  large  number  of  cases 
of  small-pox  in  the  country,  I  consider  this  accommodation  most 
inadequate  and  would  urge  the  Authorities  concerned  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  erecting  a  larger  and  up-to-date  building  in  a 
suitable  area. 

THE  MAEGATE  &  DISTEICT  GENEEAL  HOSPITAL, 
ST.  PETEE’S  EOAD,  MAEGATE. 

In  this  new  Hospital,  which  was  officially  opened  by  Prince 
and  Princess  Arthur  of  Connaught  on  July  3rd,  1930,  Margate 
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justly  prides  itself  in  possessing  one  of  the  finest  modern  hospitals 
in  the  country.  There  is  accommodation  for  84  patients  and 
the  building  is  complete  with  all  departments,  containing  under 
one  roof  Medical,  Surgical  and  Children’s  Wards,  X-ray, 
Ophthalmic  and  Out-patients’  department.  A  special  feature  of 
the  new  Hospital  is  the  provision  of  private  wards  containing 
one,  two  or  three  beds,  which  have  been  well  patronised  by  both 
residents  and  visitors.  During  the  past  year,  from  figures  kindly 
supplied  me  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Moores,  624  operations  were 
performed  by  the  Surgical  Staff,  the  in-patients  numbered  1,059, 
in-patients  in  private  wards  63,  and  3,878  out-patients  received 
treatment,  making  a  grand  total  of  5,000  patients  treated  at  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  1930.  These  figures  alone  must  surely 
make  us  pause  and  think,  and  in  all  earnestness  I  respectfully 
commend  to  everyone  and  ask  them  never  to  forget  the  great 
work  carried  on  by  this  very  fine  Institution,  which  could  not 
have  arisen  in  our  midst  without  the  self-denial  of  many. 

There  is  no  institution  in  the  town  for  unmarried  mothen>, 
but  patients  requiring  a  temporary  home  can  sometimes  be 
accommodated  at  Ramsgate. 


The  Joint  Hospital  Board  provides  a  Motor 
Ambulance  Facilities.  Ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious 

cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  For  non- 
infectious  and  accident  cases  a  Motor  Ambulance  is  provided  by 
the  Margate  Ambulance  Corps,  a  voluntary  body  which  does 
most  useful  and  creditable  work  in  the  town. 


There  are  two  Clinics  in  the  town  provided 
Clinics.  by  the  Local  Authority,  viz.  : — The  School 

Clinic  in  Victoria  Road,  for  the  treatment 
of  minor  ailments  in  children  attending  the  Elementary  Schools, 
dental  treatment,  eyesight  testing,  and  for  operations  for  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids;  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  situated  in  St.  Peter’s  Footpath,  consisting  of  a  Lecture 
Room,  Consulting  Room,  Kitchen,  Weighing  Room  and  Nursery.

The  Health  Visitor  (Miss  E.  Green)  devotes  the  whole  of  her 
time  to  Welfare  work,  together  with  the  visitation  of  cases  under 
the  Infant  Life  Protection  Act.  All  notified  births  are  visited 
and  the  children  kept  under  observation,  and  expectant  mothers 
are  visited  as  far  as  possible. 

There  is  at  present  no  special  Maternity  Home  or  Hospital 
in  tlie  town,  but  I  look  forward  to  the  time  when  we  shall  have 
a  Maternity  Ward  in  the  Margate  and  District  General  Hospital. 

The  Health  Visitor  (Miss  E.  Green)  was 
Local  Government  appointed  by  the  Council  on  the  15th  April, 
Act,  1929.  1930,  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  observation 

and  supervision  of  children  under  seven 
years  of  age  who  are  maintained  “for  reward’’  under  Part  I. 
of  tlie  Children  Act,  1908. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  19  persons  registered  as 
receiving  infants  for  reward,  and  a  total  of  34  children.

As  regards  nursing,  this  is  carried  out  by 
Professional  Nursing  a  voluntary  Association  which  provides 
in  the  Home.  three  nurses.  These  nurses  do  most 

valuable  work  and  are  available  for  any 
patient  who  is  recommended  by  the  doctor  in  attendance.  No 
payment  is  made  to  the  Association  by  the  Local  Authority. 
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This  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  the 
Nursing  Homes  1st  July,  1928,  provides  for  the  registration 
(Registration)  Act.  of  all  Nursing  Homes  and  Maternity 

Homes  within  the  Borough.  Exemptions 
may,  however,  be  granted  to  Homes  or  Institutions  not  carried 
on  for  profit.  Certain  other  premises,  as  mentioned  below,  are 
also  exempt  from  the  Act. 

The  requirements  of  the  said  Act  were  duly  advertised  in 
the  local  Press,  and  Bye-laws  were  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  on  the  15th  October,  1928. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  eleven  Nursing  Homes  on 
the  register. 

Under  the  Act  the  term  ‘‘  Nursing  Home  ”  does  not  include 
any  Hospital  or  premises  maintained  or  controlled  by  a  Govern¬ 
ment  Department,  Local  Authority,  or  by  any  other  body  of 
persons  constituted  by  special  Act  of  Parliament  or  incorporated 
by  Boyal  Charter.  This  clause,  therefore,  excludes  eight  institu¬ 
tions  from  the  need  of  registration.  One  Home  was  struck  off 
the  register. 

Under  Section  6  (1)  I  received  two  claims  for  exemption, 
both  of  which  were  allowed. 

There  are  four  Midwives  practising  in  the 
Midwives.  town,  two  Municipal  and  two  in  private 

practice.  The  salaries  of  the  Municipal 
Midwives  are  paid  by  the  Town  Council  and  the  fees  received 
from  their  patients  are  paid  back  into  the  Borough  Fund. 
Taking  it  all  the  year  round,  the  Midwives  earn  the  greater  part 
of  their  salaries.  I  would  like  it,  therefore,  to  be  specially 
known  that  they  are  very  little  cost  to  the  ratepayers  and  the 
benefit  to  the  poor  people  is  almost  incalculable.  The  Muni¬ 
cipal  Midwives  occupy  their  spare  time  in  ante-natal  visiting, 
and  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  very  excellent  work  they 
accomplish  in  this  and  other  branches  of  their  work. 

The  Borough  Council  is  not  the  Local  Supervising  Authority 
under  the  Mid  wives  Act.  In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  most 
advisable  for  the  Council  to  apply  to  the  Kent  County  Council 
for  this  authority.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  Margate  Water  supply  is  obtained 
Water.  from  the  Corporation  Works  situate  at 

Wingham,  in  Kent,  about  half-way 
between  Sandwich  and  Canterbury. 

The  water  is  pumped  from  two  wells  and  about  6,750  feet  of 
adit,  and  obtained  from  the  chalk  strata.  It  is  a  typical  chalk 
water,  being  pure  and  free  from  any  source  of  surface  impurities, 
and  has  been  described  as  being  of  a  very  high  standard  of 
bacteriological  purity. 

The  waterslied  which  supplies  the  works  is  of  an  area  of  at 
least  fifteen  square  miles  and  is,  for  all  practical  purposes,  open 
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country,  consequently  yielding  water  of  very  good  quality;  in 
fact,  the  water  is  not  treated  in  any  form  whatever  before 
reaching  the  consumer.  The  water  is  pumped  direct  from  the 
wells  and  forced  through  about  fourteen  miles  of  main  to 
Margate,  there  being  three  sets  of  main  pumps. 

The  Waterworks  were  inaugurated  in  1903,  but  since  that 
date  considerable  additions  have  been  carried  out,  including 
extensions  to  underground  workings,  new  machinery  and  other 
incidental  and  necessary  plant. 

Additions  to  one  pumping  engine  have  been  installed,  thus 
enabling  this  unit  to  pump  an  additional  one-and-a-quarter 
million  gallons  per  day  to  Margate. 

This  engine  is  now  capable  of  lifting  4|  million  gallons  per 
day,  as  against  million  gallons  per  day  prior  to  alterations. 

The  jnimping  plant  at  Wingham  is  all  steam  driven,  and  the 
installation  includes,  in  addition  to  the  4|  million  gallons  unit, 
two  pumping  engines  capable  of  delivering  If  million  gallons 
each  per  day,  or  a  total  of  8|  million  gallons  per  day. 

In  addition  to  the  above  main  pumping  plant  at  Wingham, 
there  are  three  sets  of  high  level  area  pumps  which  supply  water 
to  what  is  known  as  the  high  level  outlying  districts. 

The  Works  at  Wingham  include  two  pumping  stations 
equipped  with  three  Babcock  Wilcox  water  tube  boilers  working 
at  150  lbs.  pressure  per  square  inch,  three  steam  superheaters, 
two  steam  economisers,  chief  engineman’s  residence,  workmen’s 
cottages,  workshops,  coal  store,  electric  lighting  plant.  At  the 
rear  of  the  pumping  station  is  a  service  reservoir  for  the  supply 
to  the  outlying  low  level  districts. 

Other  works  include  a  high  level  reservoir  at  Adisham,  for 
night  supply  to  the  high  level  outlying  areas,  and  a  service 
reservoir  at  Fleete,  near  Margate,  for  the  night  supply  to 
Margate  and  all  parishes  en  route  of  the  pumping  main  between 
Wingham  and  Margate. 

The  reservoir  at  Fleete  has  a  capacity  of  one  million  gallons. 

The  Margate  Water  Supply  (Statutory)  area  includes  the 
whole  of  the  Borough  of  Margate  and  parishes  to  the  south  of 
the  Borough  and  extending  from  the  sea  at  Kingsgate,  adjacent 
to  Broadstairs,  to  about  eight  miles  to  the  south-east  of  Canter¬ 
bury,  a  total  area  of  approximately  forty-nine  square  miles. 

In  addition  to  the  above  area  of  supply,  the  Corporation 
supplies  water  (by  agreement)  to  Broadstairs,  Knowlton,  St. 
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Nicholas-at-Wade,  and  Sarre.  The  supply  to  Broadstairs  is 
supplementary  to  the  Broadstairs  Waterworks  and  is  in  the 
nature  of  make-up  water. 

In  addition  to  the  pumping  stations  at  Wingham  there  is 
a  standby  station  at  Margate,  but  which  has  not  been  used  since 
the  inauguration  of  the  Wingham  scheme.  This  station  is 
known  as  Dane  Waterworks,  and  contains  two  steam  boilers  and 
two  sets  of  compound  vertical  tandem  pumping  engines. 

Until  quite  recently  there  were  two  high  level. tanks  in  the 
centre  of  Margate,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  these  tanks  were 
not  high  enough  to  be  of  any  practical  service  they  have  been 
demolished. 

Owing  to  the  deyelopment  of  the  higher  portions  of  Margate, 
viz.,  Northdown  district,  a  demand  for  higher  pressure  in  that 
area  has  been  met  by  the  installation  of  an  electrically  operated 
boosting  plant. 

This  plant,  which  is  capable  of  lifting  792,000  gallons  per 
day  to  a  height  of  50  feet  above  the  static  head  due  to  Fleete 
Reservoir,  is  automatic  in  action  after  once  set  in  motion.  The 
plant  was  started  this  year  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor  of  Margate 
(Mr.  Councillor  P.  B.  Osborne,  J.P.)  and  is  giving  every  satis¬ 
faction.  The  alternative  to  the  new  boosting  plant  was  a  high 
level  reservoir  and  pumping  plant  at  Northdown,  which  would 
have  cost  at  least  £7,500,  whereas  the  new  plant,  with  house, 
water  mains  and  pump  complete,  cost  less  than  £1,000. 

A  few  particulars  as  to  quantity  of  water  consumed  may  be 
of  interest.  The  demand,  has  increased  from  377  million  gallons 
in  1907  to  733  million  gallons  in  1930. 

A  new  pumping  main  from  Wingham  to  Margate  is  urgently 
needed  and  will  be  provided  in  the  very  near  future.  The 
existing  pumping  main  is  eighteen  inches  diameter  cast  iron  pipe. 
The  proposed  supplementary  main  will  be  at  least  twenty  inches 
in  diameter  and  about  thirteen  miles  in  length. 


Margate  was  equipped  with  an  up-to-date 
Drainage  and  Drainage  system  as  far  back  as  1889. 

Sewerage.  The  scheme  was  complete  for  the  then 

area  of  the  Borough.  The  work  was 
executed  in  the  best  possible  manner,  and,  in  addition  to  the 
gravitating  system  of  drainage,  four  sewage  and  storm  water 
pumping  stations  were  provided. 
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Since  1902  many  additional  sewers  have  been  laid  down,  anci 
extensive  works  of  duplication  and  enlargement  have  been 
carried  out. 

The  original  pumping  systems  have  been  abolished  and 
electrical,  gas  and  oil  driven  pumping  plant  installed. 

The  whole  of  the  sewage  and  storm  water  is  discharged  into 
deep  water  at  Foreness  Point ;  the  outfall  sewer  is  carried  out 
for  a  distance  of  six  hundred  yards  from  the  cliff;  the  outlet 
is  in  such  a  position  that  it  is  physically  impossible  for  any 
sewage  or  storm  water  to  find  its  way  back  to  the  shore.  The 
sewage  is  discharged  whilst  the  tide  is  racing  in  a  northerly 
direction  to  the  North  Sea. 

The  sewage,  after  being  screened  through  very  fine  mesh 
screens,  is  pumped  through  the  outfall  sewer  at  the  rate  of  about 
ten  thousand  gallons  per  minute,  or  about  one-and-a-half  million 
gallons  in  two-and-a-half  hours,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the 
pumping  operation  the  tank  sewer  is  empty  and  the  sewage  well 
on  its  journey  to  the  ocean. 

Every  year  sees  building  development  in  the  Borough,  and 
additions  to  the  sewage  system  are  laid  as  required.  At  the 
present  time  a  duplicate  sewer  is  being  laid  in  Thaiiet  Road  and 
Park  Lane  at  a  cost  of  about  L6,000. 

This  sewer  is  1,197  feet  in  length  and  is  egg-shaped  in  cross 
section,  the  height  of  the  sewer  being  GO  inches  and  maximum 
width  40  inches.  The  provision  of  this  length  completes  the 
duplication  of  the  main  sewer  from  Newgate  Gapway  to  the 
junction  of  Thanet  Road  and  Victoria  Road. 

Quite  recently  a  sewer  was  laid  under  Victoria  Road  and 
Ramsgate  Road,  from  the  junction  of  Thanet  Road  with  Victoria 
Road  to  the  junction  of  Ramsgate  Road  and  Beatrice  Road. 
The  length  of  this  sewer  is  3,000  feet,  and  the  sewer  is  egg- 
shaped  with  height  of  48  inches  and  maximum  width  of 
32  inches.  The  cost  of  this  sewer  was  £9,679  3s.  6d. 

The  sewage  from  Westgate-on-Sea  passes  through  the 
Margate  main  sewer  and  is  discharged  through  the  same  outfall 
sewer  at  Foreness. 

The  arrangement  with  the  local  Authority  at  Westgate-on- 
Sea  was  made  about  1898,  and  has  worked  quite  satisfactorily. 
Payment  to  Margate  is  based  upon  rateable  value, 
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The  sewage  from  Mansion  Aerodrome  is  also  dealt  with  by 
the  Margate  Corporation,  payment  being  made  by  lump  sum 
per  annum. 

The  Corporation  are  alive  to  the  advantages  of  an  up-to-date 
drainage  system,  and  no  town  is  better  provided  for  in  this 
respect. 

The  sewage  is  not  treated  except  as  before  mentioned,  and 
so  efficient  is  the  screening  plant  installed  at  Foreness  Sewage 
pumping  station  that  after  all  the  sewage  of  the  day  has  been 
pumped  to  deep  sea  all  that  remains  is  about  14  lbs.  of  clean 
rags,  corks,  sticks,  straw  and  other  innocuous  material. 

The  sewage  and  storm  water  pumping  plant  includes  five 
sets  of  electrically  driven  pumps,  two  town’s  gas  driven  pumps 
and  one  set  of  oil  driven  pumps,  with  total  capacity  of  14,050 
gallons  per  minute.  In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  two 
small  electrically  driven  pumps  used  in  connection  with  a  bathing 
pavilion,  also  hydraulic  sewage  lifts  in  connection  with  lavatories 
and  bathing  pavilion. 


This  branch  of  public  service  is  one  which 
Refuse  Collection  requires  careful  handling  owing  to  the 

and  Disposal.  varying  quantities  produced  through 

seasonal  fluctuations. 

During  the  Winter  and  quieter  months  of  the  year  each 
house  is  visited  at  least  twice  per  week,  whilst  large  establish¬ 
ments,  such  as  the  principal  hotels,  are  cleared  at  least  four 
times  per  week,  and  in  some  cases  a  daily  collection  is  made. 

During  the  Summer  season  collections  are  made  to  ensure 
that  the  refuse  is  removed  without  causing  nuisance  or  annoy¬ 
ance,  and  are  consequently  more  frequent  than  during  the 
Winter  months. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  separately  in  order  to  cause  as 
little  interference  as  possible  with  the  times  set  out  for  collection 
of  house  refuse,  as  it  is  not  unusual  to  remove  a  whole  vehicle 
load  of  trade  refuse  from  one  shop. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  and  disposed  of  free  of  charge. 

Fish  offal  is  collected  upon  request  of  the  tradesmen,  and  a 
charge  based  upon  actual  cost  of  collection,  but  no  charge  is 
made  for  its  disposal. 

The  vehicles  used  in  connection  with  the  collection  of  house 
and  trade  refuse  consist  of  two  and  four-wheeled  horse-drawn 
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vehicles  supplemented  by  four  S.D.  petrol-driven  all-metal  refuse 
collecting  vans. 

The  refuse  is  burnt  at  the  Corporation  Refuse  Destructor, 
situate  on  the  extreme  southerly  side  of  the  Borough.  Upon 
arrival  at  the  Destructor  the  larger  tins  and  other  incombustible 
material  are  sorted  out  and  suitably  disposed  of,  the  tins  being 
baled  ready  for  transport  to  a  smelting  works.  The  refuse  is 
thoroughly  incinerated  and  the  resultant  clinker,  ashes  and  dust 
utilized  in  various  ways,  viz.,  the  manufacture  of  tarred 
macadam,  mortar  and  disinfecting  powder. 

Sufficient  steam  is  generated  to  supply  power  to  run  electric 
lighting  plant,  workshop  machinery,  bailing  press,  etc.

Quantitative  Bacteriological  Examination  ;  — 

One  cubic  centimetre  of  the  water  contained,  on  an  average, 
9  bacteria  which  were  capable  of  growth  on  gelatin  plates  within 
72  hours’  incubation  at  a  temperature  of  22°  C.  Two  cubic 
centimetres  of  the  water  added  to  agar  plates  and  incubated  for 
24  hours  at  a  temperature  of  37°  C.  yielded  the  growth  of  only 
a  single  organism. 

Qualitative  Bacteriological  Examination:  — 

The  usual  quantity  of  60  cubic  centimetres  of  the  water  was 
specially  examined  for  organisms  of  the  Bacillus  coli  Group,  and 
for  any  other  bacteria  whose  presence  would  suggest  recent  surface 
pollution.  The-  results  of  this  part  of  the  examination  were 
entirely  negative. 
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Remarks :  — 

The  Wingham  Well  continues  to  afford  the  Borough  a  water 
supply  of  the  highest  grade  of  bacteriological  purity.  There  is 
not  the  slightest  sign  of  any  access  of  surface  water  to  the  supply, 
which,  from  the  public  health  point  of  view  may  be  looked  upon 
almost  as  a  sterile  water.

and  in  the  future  it  is  proposed  to  lay  sewers  in  this  small  area, 
and  these  closets  will  be  converted  into  the  water  carriage  system 
when  the  drainage  is  available.  Every  year  considerable  lengths 
of  new  sewers  are  laid  down,  owing  to  the  growth  of  the  town. 


The  Public  Baths  are  situated  in  Victoria 
Baths.  Road.  The  accommodation  consists  of  24 

slipper  baths  for  men  and  23  for  women. 

The  Baths  are  open  daily  during  the  winter  months:  — 
Monday  to  Friday,  2  p.m.  to  9  p.m.;  Saturdays,  6  a.m.  to 
9  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  8  a.m.  to  1  p.m.;  and  during  the  summer 
months: — Monday  to  Friday,  7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.;  Saturdays, 
7  a.m.  to  9  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  from  7  a.m.  to  1  p.m. 

The  Baths  have  been  of  great  service  during  the  summer, 
especially  to  seasonal  workers  and  visitors  where  the  number  of 
baths  in  private  houses  is  inadequate,  but  the  demand  for  baths 
during  the  autumn  and  winter  months  has  not  been  up  to  the 
estimated  amount.

The  vessels  entering  the  Harbour  consist  of  barges  or  small 
steamers,  which  carry  cargo,  chiefly  of  coal,  granite  and  building 
materials.

There  are  twelve  Houses  let  in  Lodgings 
Houses  Let  in  on  the  register.  These  have  been  regularly 

Lodgings.  inspected  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a  fairly 

satisfactory  state. 

There  are  11  Fish  Friers  and  one  Marine 
Offensive  Trades.  Store  Dealer  in  the  town.  One  new  Fish 

Frying  business  was  established  during  the 
year  and  two  premises  were  fitted  with  new  approved  frying 
apparatus. 
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There  are  no  permanent  van  or  shed 
Tents,  Vans  and  dwellings  within  the  district.  Small  Boy 

Sheds.  Scout  Camps  are  held  during  the  summer 

in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  and 
these  have  been  maintained  generally  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

There  was  not  so  much  difficulty  in  dealing  with  week-end 
campers  as  was  experienced  during  the  previous  year. 


A  considerable  number  of  underground 
Underground  Sleeping  rooms  are  used  for  sleeping  during  the 

summer  months.  It  was  necessary, 
however,  to  serve  notices  in  cases  where 
underground  rooms  were  habitually  used  for  sleeping  purposes. 


OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible 
Rats  and  Mice  for  the  administration  of  this  Act.  Durincr 
Destruction  Act,  1919.  the  year  332  inspections  were  carried  out" 

and  advice  and  assistance  were  given  as 
to  the  best  method  of  destroying  rats;  approved  poisons  and  baits 
were  supplied  by  the  Department  at  cost  price. 

The  Westbrook  Sea  Wall  Tip  has  been  systematically  gassed 

and  poison  baits  have  been  laid  during  the  year  with  satisfactory 
results. 


A  considerable  portion  of  the  Inspectors^ 
Storage  and  Removal  time  was  devoted  to  the  visiting  of  houses 
of  Refuse.  to  ensure  that  they  were  provided  with 

proper  galvanized  iron  dustbins. 

Action  was  taken  under  Section  76  of  the  Margate 
Corporation  Act,  1926,  which  provides  that  the  Corporation  shall 
specify  the  type,  size  and  weight  of  the  bin  to  be  supplied  to  all 

premises  and  also  that  no  refuse  of  a  liquid  nature  shall  be  placed 
in  the  bin. 

During  the  year  359  dustbins  were  provided  to  houses  after 
the  service  of  preliminary  and  statutory  notices.

The  places  of  entertainment  are  periodically 
inspected,  and  as  a  result  these  were  found 
to  be  maintained  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory 
condition.  The  Theatre  Royal  has  been 
provided  with  new  and  up-to-date  sanitary 


The  new  mortuary  site  in  Dane  Road 
Mortuary.  consists  of  a  receiving  room,  waiting  room 

and  post  mortem  room.  This  mortuary 
was  recently  erected  in  place  of  the  old  one  in  King  Street. 

During  the  year  15  bodies  were  placed  in  the  building. 


There  are  14  slaughter  houses  within  the 
Slaughter  Houses.  district,  7  are  registered  and  7  licensed. 

These  are  regularly  inspected  while 
slaughtering  is  in  progress.  This  entails  a  large  amount  of  the 
Inspectors’  time  being  given  to  this  work  owing  to  the  slaughter 
liouses  being  situated  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Some  of 
the  slaughter  houses  leave  much  to  be  desired  owing  to  their 
obsolete  construction  and  close  proximity  to  dwelling  houses. 

The  Health  Committee  have  considered  the  question  of  the 
provision  of  a.  Public  Abattoir,  but  owing  to  the  estimated  cost 
and  maintenance  the  matter  has  been  deferred  for  a  time  for 
further  consideration. 

During  the  hitter  part  of  the  year  new  bye-laws  were  adopted 
relating  to  the  slaughter  of  animals  by  means  of  mechanical 
instruments. 

There  are  no  bedding  factories  within  the 
Rag  Flock  Act,  district.  There  are,  however,  several 
1911  and  1928.  upholsterers  who  are  in  a  small  way 

of  business  and  occasionally  re-make 
mattresses.  The  premises  are  inspected,  but  no  samples  of  rag 
flock  have  been  obtained  during  the  year. 


The  Sanitary  Inspectress  visits  each  School 
Schools.  every  week  and  reports  to  me  any  nuisance, 

uncleanliness  or  defect  in  the  sanitary 
conditions.  Sufficient  lavatory  basins  and  towels  are  provided 
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Jit  all  the  Schools,  with  a  copious  supply  of  water  lor  washing 
and  drinking  purposes.  Children  sulTering  from  infectious 
disease  are  notified  to  me  by  the  Head  Teacher  or  School 
Attendance  Officer.  They  are  excluded  from  School  for  the 
prescribed  period  (cf.  Memorandum  on  Closure  of,  and  Exclusion 
from  School,  1925);  contacts  are  also  excluded.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

The  types  of  houses  in  the  town  may  be  divided  into  three 
groups,  the  houses  in  the  East  and  West  part  are  of  modern  villa 
type  and  are  occupied  mostly  by  private  residents,  the  large  houses 
near  the  sea  front  are  chiefly  used  as  boarding  and  lodging  houses, 
and  the  small  houses  in  the  back  parts  of  the  town  are  chiefly  of 
the  artisan  class  where  the  occupiers  supplement  their  incomes 
by  catering  for  visitors  during  the  summer  months. 

There  are,  however,  several  old  unsatisfactory  properties 
situated  in  the  old  parts  of  the  town  which  will  be  dealt  with  in 
the  near  future. 

The  extent  of  housing  conditions  is 

Sufficiency  of  difficult  to  estimate  owing  to  the  influx  of 
Supply  of  Houses.  persons  engaged  in  the  catering  for  visitors 

during  the  summer  months  and  who  remain 
in  the  town  after  the  Season  is  over. 
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Ihe  Corporation  lias  built  a  total  of  356  houses  and  there  is 
still  a  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  houses,  but  they  are  chiefly 
confined  to  the  houses  with  the  lowest  rents,  owing  to  the 
applicants’  inability  to  pay  a  higher  price. 

The  Council  has  under  consideration  the  provision  of  suitable 
sites  for  the  erection  of  new  houses  with  still  lower  rents. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  town  there  is 

Overcrowding.  a  certain  amount  of  overcrowding  during 

the  summer,  but  this  is  only  of  a  temporary 
nature  and  lasts  but  a  few  weeks. 

The  analysis  of  applications  for  houses  shows  that  there  is 
a  marked  reduction  of  families  living  in  rooms,  and  any  serious 
cases  of  overcrowding  which  have  been  reported  have  been 
effectually  dealt  with. 


The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  town 
Fitness  of  Houses,  comply  with  the  standard  of  fitness 

suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
There  are,  however,  certain  properties  although  not  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts 
and  chiefly  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

Nearly  all  the  houses  have  an  internal  water  supply,  but 
it  is  estimated  that  about  25  houses  have  a  supply  common  to 
other  houses. 

There  are  about  40  houses  in  the  district  without  a  separate 
water  closet  and  with  a  water  closet  in  common  with  two  or  more 
houses. 


The  question  of  the  consideration  of 
Unhealthy  Areas.  Clearance  and  Improvement  Areas  has 

been  left  in  abeyance  until  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  there  are  no  areas 

which  require  urgent  or  immediate  attention.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  milk  supply  is  chiefly  derived  from 
Milk  Supply.  farms  outside  the  district  and  is  brought 

into  the  town  by  road  or  rail,  and  in  the 
Summer  is  augmented  by  London  Accommodation  Milk.” 
There  are  seven  farms  and  cowsheds  within  the  district,  but 
owing  to  the  expansion  of  building  operations  the  number  of 
farms  producing  milk  is  likely  to  become  less. 

The  farms  are  regularly  inspected  and  on  the  whole  are 
found  to  be  satisfactory  and  compare  favourably  with  other 
districts. 


During  the  year  the  following  licences  for 
Designated  Milk.  the  sale  of  milk  under  the  Milk  (Special 

Designations)  Order,  1923,  were  granted, 
viz.:  Four  ‘‘Certified,”  four  “Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested),” 
one  “Pasteurised,”  and  one  “Grade  A.” 

There  were  no  refusals  or  revocations  of  licences  during  the 
year.

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The  Slaughter  Houses  are  regularly  visited 
during  slaughter  times,  and  during  the 
summer  months  this  entails  a  considerable 
amount  of  the  Inspectors’  time  being  devoted  to  this  work.  No 
less  than  1,821  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  and 
over  2  tons  of  diseased  meat  was  found  and  destroyed. 

The  Chief  Inspector  and  Assistant  Inspector  are  both 
qualified  Meat  Inspectors. 

General  shops  and  provision  stores  are  inspected,  and  an 
improvement  has  been  effected  with  regard  to  cleanliness, 

especially  in  small  general  shops  where  articles  of  all  kinds  are 
sold. 


Hotels  and  lestaurants  have  also  been  kept  under  super¬ 
vision,  and  all  premises  where  ice  cream  is  made  have  been 
periodically  inspected.

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed

been  delivered  to  traders  in  the  town  drawing  attention  to  the 
main  provisions  of  the  Act  which  affected  their  particular 
business,  and  visits  have  been  made  to  ensure  that  the  require¬ 
ments  are  complied  with.

In  addition  to  the  above,  4  samples  of  Milk  and  4  samples 

of  Sea  Water  were  examined  at  the  Kent  County  Council 
Laboratory. 

Return  cases  are  very  infrequent,  as  no  patient  is  allowed 
out  of  Hospital  until  two  negative  swabs  (taken  at  a  week’s 
interval)  are  obtained.  Children  attending  the  Elementary 
Schools  are  examined  by  me  before  returning  to  school.  There 
were  35  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year. 

So  far  no  use  has  been  made  of  the  tests  known  as  Schick 
and  Dick  tests  for  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively.

The  mildness  of  the  attack  and  the  fact 


that  many  of  the  children  are  not  really  ill  makes  it  very  difficult 
to  control  the  disease.  It  was  not  considered  advisable  to  close 
any  of  the  Schools. 


Contacts  are  excluded  from  School  and  the  premises  are 
disinfected  in  every  case.  In  the  case  of  Diphtheria,  anti-toxin 
is  administered  to  all  contacts  where  it  is  considered  necessary. 
This  is  provided  free  of  cost'  in  necessitous  cases,  and  anti-toxin 
is  administered  to  every  patient  immediately  upon  entering  the 
Hospital.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,” 
and  no  action  was  taken  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925.” 

We  had  eight  cases  of  Small-pox  in  the  area,  all  of  which 
were  promptly  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  All  known 
contacts  were  traced,  and  early  vaccination  with  daily  supervision 
resulted  in  the  infection  being  successfully  controlled. 

No  primary  or  re- vaccinations  have  been  made  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Small-Pox 
Prevention)  Regulations,  1917.  The  contacts,  however,  were 
vaccinated  by  the  Public  Vaccinator. 

Non-notifiable  infectious  diseases,  such  as  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  etc.,  are  notified  to  me  by  the  parents  and  School 
Teachers.  These  cases  are  visited,  as  far  as  time  will  permit,  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectress  or  myself,  and  if  a  doctor  is  not  in 
attendance,  advice  is  given  as  to  the  care  of  the  patient,  isolation, 
etc.  Contacts  are  excluded  from  School  according  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

There  were  no  cases  of  locally  contracted  Anthrax  or  Rabies. 

A  Cleansing  Station  is  situated  in  the  Town  Yard,  adjoining 
the  Disinfecting  Station,  and  is  available  for  the  disinfecting  and 
cleansing  of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings.

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I  have  received  the  following  Report  from  the  Meteorological 
Observer :  — 


METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT,  1930. 


Margate, 

March,  1931. 


Sir, — 


I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  relating  to  the 
Meteorological  Observations  at  Margate  during  1930: — 

The  past  year  may  be  described  briefly  as  a  wet  year,  the 
annual  rainfall  exceeding  the  normal  at  almost  all  stations. 
Other  conditions  were  fairly  normal,  the  chief  features  being 
the  gale  in  January,  the  heavy  snowstorm  in  March,  and  the 
abnormal  rainfall  on  August  3rd. 

The  deviations  from  normal  for  the  year  were  as  follows:  — 
+  81  mm.  of  rain,  +  0.05  hours  of  sunshine  per  day,  and  +  1.4°  F. 
mean  temperature. 

A  monthly  summary  of  the  weather  follows:  — 

January. — Temperature  nearly  6°  F.  above  normal,  with 
three  ground  frosts  and  no  snow.  Gales  on  the  10th  and  12th, 
the  latter  very  severe,  one  station  registering  a  wind  speed  of 
over  100  miles  per  hour.  Fogs  16th  and  21st. 

February. — Hail  and  snow  fell  6th  and  7th,  and  snow  17th 
and  24th.  Fog  on  the  14th.  Temperature  normal  with  a  fair 
amount  of  sunshine.  Easterly  winds  very  prevalent.  Ground 
frosts  two. 

March. — Rather  unsettled  with  cold  winds  and  rainfall  above 
normal.  Very  foggy  from  6th  to  9th.  Heavy  snowfall  19th, 
to  a  depth  of  7  inches.  Mild  during  the  first  and  last 
few  days  of  the  month,  with  an  intervening  spell  of  wintry 
weather.  Ground  frosts  three. 


April.  Rather  dull  with  a  preponderance  of  northerly 
winds  and  sunshine  much  below  normal.  Temperature  during 
the  month  varied  greatly,  differences  of  20°  F.  being  experienced 
in  a  few  days.  Foggy  11th  and  28th. 

May.— Generally  dull  with  rainfall  much  above  normal. 
Thunderstorms  23rd  and  30th.  Thunder  and  lightning,  un¬ 
accompanied  by  rain,  6th  and  22nd.  Fog  27th.  Although 
sunshine  was  below  normal,  Margate  had  over  200  hours,  only 
one  place  in  England  having  a  higher  percentage. 

June.— Sunny  and  warm.  Over  15  hours’  sunshine  6th 
and  29th.  Thunderstorms,  with  little  rain,  17th  and  18th. 
Rainfall  much  below  normal.  Temperature  rather  variable. 

July.  Rather  dull  and  wet  on  the  whole,  with  thunder¬ 
storms  1st,  24th,  and  30th.  Sunshine  below  normal  and  nearly 
80  hours  less  than  in  July,  1929,  and  nearly  120  hours  less  than 

in  July,  1928.  This  scarcity  was  universal  on  the  East  and 
South-East  Coasts. 

August.  Rather  unsettled  and  wet.  Rainfall  above  normal. 
Very  severe  thunderstorms  3rd  and  4th,  accompanied  by  heavy 
rains,  54  mm.  falling  on  the  3rd.  Thunderstorms  also  occurred 
on  the  6th,  7th,  and  30th,  the  last  being  notable  for  the  intense 
lightning.  Very  hot  28th  and  29th,  a  shade  temperature  of 
87°  F.  being  recorded.  London  recorded  94°  F.  on  the  29th. 
Tlie  minimum  night  temperature  on  the  27th  was  68°  F.,  an 
abnormally  high  reading. 

September. — Except  for  the  first  week,  the  month  was 
rather  dull,  with  rainfall  much  above  normal  and  slightly  more 
than  ten  times  the  amount  of  1929,  with  over  sixty  hours  less 
sunshine.  Thunderstorms  5th  and  27th,  the  latter  with  heavy 
rainfall. 

October. — Mild  and  fairly  dry  with  rainfall  below,  and 
sunshine  and  temperature  above,  normal.  Thunder  and  lightning, 
unaccompanied  by  rain,  24th  and  25th.  Winds  mainly  westerly. 

November. — Mild  and  rather  wet,  with  temperature,  sunshine 
and  rainfall  all  above  normal.  Gale  22nd.  Thunderstorm  26th. 
Fog  30th.  Ground  frosts  one, 
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December. — Dull  and  rather  mild.  Foggy  5th,  6th,  and 
20th.  Rainfall  and  sunshine  below  normal,  and  temperature 
slightly  above.  Ground  frosts  six. 

A  separate  table  shows  the  hours  of  bright  sunshine  at 
various  health  resorts  and  London.  The  table  gives  the  monthly 
readings,  total  sunshine  during  the  Season  ”  months  (May  to 
September),  and  the  total  for  the  whole  year.  The  total 
rainfall  for  the  whole  year  at  these  resorts  is  also  shown.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  comparative  ‘‘  mean  temperatures  ” 
would  be  of  interest.  These  are  also  given,  and  it  is  interesting 
to  note  the  mean  temperature  of  Margate  compared  with  some 
health  resorts  noted  for  their  mildness.” 


The  intensive  system  of  recording  the  Ultra-Violet  Ray  tests 
was  carried  out  during  the  season  (May  to  September)  and 
published  daily  in  the  Times,  the  daily  records  being  charted  and 
exhibited  to  the  public  at  the  Weather  Kiosk.  An  increasing 
amount  of  interest  is  taken  by  visitors  in  these  tests,  and  although 
the  readings  were  low,  due  to  the  dull  summer,  the  Margate 
readings  compared  favourably  with  other  resorts,  particularly  on 
the  South  Coast.  Readings  of  thirteen  were  obtained  during 
the  year. 


Owing  to  structural  alterations  to  the  St.  George’s  Hotel, 
the  Stokes  sunshine  recorder  was  moved  to  a  temporary  position 
on  the  roof  in  November.  A  new  fixed  position  has  now  been 
found,  and  the  supply  of  a  platform  is  in  hand.  Messrs. 
Cleveland  Bros.,  with  their  .usual  courtesy,  have  sanctioned  the 
erection  of  this  platform. 


The  Station  was  inspected  on  May  27th  and  found  to  be  in 
good  order.
